the mill will be started next week grind

In place and the Teliuride Power com-
pany will tOday complete Its connections
for turning on the electric power The
work of filling the ore bIns In the mine
Is under way the shoving out ot the ore
over the thiubletracked electric tramway
through the Mascotte tunnel can be start
ed upon a moments notice

One section of the mill of the nominal
capacity of OOQ tons a day will be placed
In commission first As soon as the ma
chinery ot that section Is limbered up and
in good working order the second section
will be started Then the bringing In ot
the second half of the mlll will be ac-
complished within a short time

While the assured capacity ot the mill
is 6t10 tons a day for each section Gen
eral Manager Colin McIntosh Is counting
upon providing ore at the rate of TbO tons
ft day for each section lIe accordingly
expects within a couple ot weeks after
the start shall have been made to be
handling 1fOO tons a day with that out-
put doubled when the second settiOn of
the mill Is placed In commission

Which means that soon after the first
ot the year Ohio Copper should be pro
ducing more than 2OOOO pounds of cop
per ft month giving it a place among the
large producers of the metal That It
will be able to turn out the metal at as
low a cost as any other company or
very nearly as low appears to be as-
sured With an ore body 400 feet wide
and with 1400 feet ot stoplng round it
will have the advantage ot cheap min-
Ing by the caving system cheap haulage
by gravity and electric power milling fa-
cilities as complete as money can pro
vide and an Inexpensive gravity water
system

Crosscut From Shaft Proves
Great Extent of Ground on

Rich Fissure

While Superintendent E C Coffin has
been engaged in sinking the Lower Mam
moth Mining companys doublecompart-
ment shaft to the 2000foot level he has
at the same time accomplished what he
believes to be the most Important devel
opment that has been recorded in the
mine for many years He has proven ab-
solutely he says that the east fissure
In Lower Mammoth ground does not turn
Into Black Jack ground as was sup
posed when about six years ago work in
that fissure was abandoned that the ore
which was then followed Intc Black Jack
was contained in a cross breakThis has been proven Ul of
a drift east from the shaft on the 15O
level to the Black Jack line adistaceot 225 feet The east fissure as
countered S5 feet from the shat where
It should be and Mr Coffin that It
is as strong at that point as was it any
place In the old workings Not only that
but 45 feet further along In the drift was

While no body of pay ore was found at
